Mr. Bancroft, American ter, was 
the only member of the diplomatic c 
present. King William addressed the Zoll- 
verein and acknowledged the zeal of the mem- 
bers. After reviewing the work of the ses- 
sion, he expressed his regret that the debates 
on the tariff reform had failed to produce a 
definite result, but hoped for the definite 
age of the differerit opinions. The 
pg made no political allusion except one in 
favor of the German unity at the conclu- 
sion of his speech, when he expressed his 
confidence that this session would tend to for- 
tify the bond of eommon institutions be- 
tween the German States. 

When the Kiag concluded,Count Bismarck, 
as Federal Chancellor, advanced and de- 
clared the session of the Zollverein Parlia- 
ment closed. Thereupon the Deputies of 
the South German States withdrew. 

The King then delivered his closing ad- 
dress fo the members. He complimented 
them on their zeal and activity, but regretted 
their faliure to complete the financial arrange- 
ments to meet the deficiency of the Budget. 
He referred to the naval port of Heppens as 
a monument for Europe, showiog the energy 
and intelligence with which for four years the 
German people had struggled against disor- 
der to perform a great national task. The 
lively interest taken by the population on the 
seaboard in the maritime development of the 
Confederation was a reassuring expression of 
the sentiment of the nation which, with in- 
creasing power, was penetrating all parts of 
the Futherland; and this, in counection with 
the agreement and activity of the Federal 
Government and the national representatives 
for the welfare of the country, fortified the 
confidence of Germany in the maintenance of 
internal and external peace.

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HENRY JARVIS RAYMOND. 


Particulars ef the Death of the Editor 
of the N. Y.'Times—A Biographical 
Sketch of Him. 

{From the N. Y. Sun. 15.) 


The city yesterday morning was unwilling 
to credit the announcement of the sudden | 
death of the Hon. Hevry Jarvis Ruymond, the | 

evial founder and editor of the New York | 

imes. A host of friends visited the office of | 
the Times to ascertain the truth of the rumor, | 
and they retired with the sed assurance that | 
the rumor was only too true. 
gg: Mr. Raymond had com- 
ong nng of paralytic symptoms, accompanied 

y an unaccountable trembimg of the rizht | 
hand. On two or three occasions he had | 
spoken of it to his friends, saying that tie | 
symptoms had given him considerable uneasai- | 
nese, On one occasion his facial muscles | 
twitched nervously for several hours. These | 
and other symptoms seemed to have given | 
him a premonition: of a fatal result, though | 
he never expressed this fear in conversation 
with bis fricnde.

He listened cagerty to the 
suggestion of Mr. Lowery, and within a few 
days of his death the terms of the purchase 
were agreed upon, and Mr. Raymond’s wishes 
were fulfilled. 

On Thursday morning Mr. Raymond arose 
apparently in perfect health. Alter breakfast 
he + eet bmn and carriage, and drove 
to Greenw Jemetery, accompaaied one 
of his daughters. Here he selected dy ot 
lot, preparatery to having the remains of his 
son removedtv it. The boy died in March 
last, at the age of fifteen years. He was a 
promising youth, possessed of unusual abill- 
ties, and was tenderly loved by his father. 
Mr. Raymond betrayed an unwonted melan- 
choly while in the performance of this'sad duty, 
and spoke of the peacefal beauty of the cem- 
etery, terming it a refuge from ali the ceaseless 
cares and anxieties of iife. Re-entering his 

riage he was driven back to his residence, 
No. 12 Ninth street, near Fifth avenue. 

Aiter dinner he visited the Times office, and 
entered upon his editorial duties. During the 
day be had a long, quiet conversation wit Mr. 
Gcorge Jones. Of his own accord he spoke 
of the necessity of making his will, His af- 
fairs were somewilal unsettled, and he had be- 
come impressed with the propriety in having 
his will drawm up without deiay. No immedi- 
ate steps, howcevr, were taken in this direc-

While im the editorial rooms of the Times 
that afternoon, Mr. Raymond was-in excelient 
sprits. Indeed, sume of the editors and re: 
porters remarked that he had thrown off his 
usual reserve, speaking even mure pleasantly 
than usual. 

At 6 o’clock he went home, and took supper 
with his family. Meeting a friend on the way 
up, in response to the usual inquiries as to his 
Lealtb, he said that he had never felt better in 
his life. 

At about 9 o’clock he left the house, and 
was soon aiterward seen conversing with a 
He 
subsequently met several! members of the 
Twenty-third street Republican Commitiee, 
and taiked with them unreservedly on politi- 
cal topics for nearly two hours. He had re- 
cently resigned the Presidency of this organi- 
zation, and during the interview he gave 
cogent reascns for his action in so dving. 
Shaking the hands of his warm friends, he 
left them at about midnight with a cheerful 
“Good night.” 

These are the last words he is known to 
have spoken. 

He must have reached home a few minutes 
after 12 0’clock. Opening the door with his 
night-key, he turned about and locked it, then 
he shot tue lower bolt into iis sucket. While 
endeavoring to slide the upper bolt he was 
s. ized by an “nego fit, aad fell to tae floor 
uNnCODSC1OUS. vere he probably lay uatil 
shortly alter 2 o’clock in tae morning. 

About this time his little daughter heard a 
strange poise, as of some person breathing 
very heavily. For a few moments she was 
terrified. On hearimg the strange noise a 
second time, accompauied by gurglings, she 
sprang from her bed, and calied her mother. 
Mre. Raymond startled by the sudden call, 
basteneu to the head of tue spiral staircase, 
where she met her terrified little daughter. 
On peerin ¢ over the balusters, by the ligat of 
the hail lamp, she saw an indistinct form lying 
ou ‘he matting of the hall below. She speed- 
ily descended the steps. Her husband lay at 
her feet breathing ueavily, and entirely in- 
sensible. She raised his head, and asked one 
of the servants, who were by this time alarmed, 
to run to the door below and awaken Gen. 
Erwie McDoweil, who resides tn the adjoin- 
ing house. Gen. McDowell was by Mr. Raj- 
mond’s side ina very few minutes, and did all 
in his power to comfort Mrs. Raymond. Other 
friends were called in. Medical assistance was 
also summoned. Mr. Raymond was carried 
upstairs and placed on asofa. At a giance 
the physician pronounced his case a fatai one, 
It is said that his lite might have been saved 
if the doctors had been called within half an 
hour atter the apopletic stroke, but this ap- 
pears to be @ubtful. The stroke was freighted 
with death, and no medical skill couid prove 
of any avail. 

Mr. Raymond remained in a stupor until 5 
A. M., when he quietly passed away, surround- 
ed by his afflicted family. He breathed his 
last without recognizing the faces of those 


about him, 

The sad intelligence spread throughout the 
city like wildtire. By 9o’clock the news ap- 
peared, upon the bulletins, and by 11 o’clock 
the Eveving Mail issued an extra ia mourning, 
coptaining the details of his death. Daring 
the af.ernoon the Times office was thronged. 
‘Lhe publisher and some of the editors fouad 
it impossible to check their tears while giving 
the particulars of Mr, Raymond’s last visit to 
theoffice. Every one apparently felt as if a 
great calamity had faiien upou him. 

Mr. Raymond left a wife and four ehildren, 
ove eon and three daughters. He had lost 
two sons. The living son, Henry Jarvis Ray- 
mond, Jr., will graduate this summer from 
Yale College, whcre he has had an honorable 
and succeestuicareer. It has been his inten- 
won to ca*ry out his father’s wishes, and enter 
tLe field of journalism, a profession for which 

ppears to be peculiarly adapted. Yester- 
day morning he received a telegram announcing 
his father’s death. He arrived home during 
the afternoon.

A man of thirty, weighing on an average a 
hundred and thirty pounds, can drag, accord- 
ing to Regnier, only a hundred and twenty 
pounds. The proportion of the weight drawn 
to the weight of hia body is no more than as 
twelve to thirteen. A draught horse can exert, 
only for a few instants, an effort equal to 
about two-thirds of his own proper weight. 
The map, tberefore, ‘6 stronger than the horse. 
But, according to Plateau, the smaller insect 
drags without difficulty five, six, ten, tweuty 
times its own weight. The cockchafer draws 
fourteen times its own weight, and more. 
Other coleoptera are able to put, themselves 
into equilibrium with a force of traction 
reaching as bigh as forty-two times their own 
weight. Insects, therefore, when compared 
with the vertebrata which we employ as 
beasts of draught, have enormous muscular 
power. If a horse had the same relative 
strength as a donacia, the traction it could 
exercise would be equivalent to some sixty 
thousand pounds.) M. Plateau basa also ad- 
duced evidence of the fact that,in the same 
group of insects, if you compare two insects, 
notably differing in weight, the smaller and 
lighter will manifest the greater strength.

Wergit not for the critics, this would be a 
good time for poets. Mr. Tennyson, who has 
several times refused a Peerage, and gets up 
his poems in type with his own hand, to in- 
sure their being correctly printed, and geés no 
end of annoyance from bis traveling American 
admirers, and has enough of young ladies’ 
letters begging his autograph and a lock of 
his hair to heat his study nine months in the 
year; who has had his pay as Laureate and 
£1,500 a year from his publishers, now re- 
ceives £4,000 a year ($20,000 gold!) from Stra- 
han & Co. on the last item. Bat such fame 
and success has its drawbacks, such, for ex- 
ample, as the following paragraph: ‘‘Temple 
Bar this month is severe, but just, on Tenny- 
SOD a8 & poet. It says that the author of ‘In 
Memoriam,’ so far from being the first poet of 
the day, or a poet of the first rank, is not even 
entitled to a place in the second class; that 
he has never given us one ‘sublime thought 
sublimely expressed,’ though in reallpgood 
poets —Shakspeare, Byron, Shelly —such

Interesting te Wime-Bibbers. 

Mr. W. J. Flagg of Ohio, has just pub- 
lished a book giving the result of his investi- 
gations, during a recent tour in Earope, into 
the wine producing districts. He tells us 
what they do, for instance, in the wine-press 
house of La Tour, ‘‘one of the three reigning 
houses of Haut Medoc, by decree of the 
Bordeayz Chamber of Commerce, and the 
suffrages of princely drinkers, the world over:”’ 
‘‘A pile of grapes, ready stemmed, was heaped 
in conical form on the pressoir (a large shallow 
box) and five or six men with trowsera rolled 
above the knees, were trotting about in a cir- 
cle, trampling the pile under foot, beginning 
at the outer circumference, and gradaally con- 
tracting their circuit till they meet im the 
middje, and on the top of the cone. This 
they call ‘‘fouler a. pied,” (crushing with the 
feet). There might be a clearer way of doing 
the thing; I don’t think there could be a 
fouler. * * Tinquired of the work «en if 
they washed their feet before trampling the 
grapes, and wes told they did not. One of 
them enlightened my ignorance by explaining 
that wine had the power to-fling off all im- 
purities, so that it was of no sortof conse- 
quence how free they made with it. There is 
a mode of rousing vp the slackening proeess, 
and at the same time bringing other skins 
and seeds which have settled to the bottom in 
contact with the new made alcohol, so that 
the latter may combi.e well with the coloring 
matter they contain. This consists io stirring 
up the whole mass from bottom to top. It is 
done twice during the process of fermentation. 
It needs a good bour’s hard work each time. 
It is done by men. It takes four men to do it 
well. They all strip naked—naked as Adam 
when he was good—and then they go in—into 
the wine vat—chin deep they go in; and there, 
with feet and hands, fingers and toes, tarn 
over, stir about, and mix the liquid that was 
getting clear with the pomace that was de- 
positing itself, and 


Make the eruel thick and slab, 
And like a hell-broth boil and bubble.

LAWLESSNESS 4N-LINCOLN. 


A House Burned and a Woman 
Whipped by Mounted 
Marauders. 


Henderson Heech and his Horse 


Marines. 


Mrs. Lucinda Green, a woman who has been 
Hving tn Lincoln county, arrived in this city ye>- 
terday reported to Capt. Gee. C. Shadburne, 
Superintendent of Police, a most unpleasant con- 
dition of affairs in Lincola couspty. She stated 
thét she had resided dbout thirteea miles from 
Stanford, ona farm owned by ber mother, and 
that one night, about three weeks ago, a party of 
men, under the leadership of one Henderson 
Hooch, had come to the house in search of her 
husband, Jimmy ope ye they intended to 
hang because he had refused to join them. They 
called themselves Kukiux, but there was nothing 
about their dress to indicate their connection 
with that dangerous and powerful organiza:ion. 
Two of them had their coats turned inside ont, 
and all of them had been drinking freely of 
whisky. They had bitched their horses abeus a 
quarter of a mile from Mrs. Green’sand had come 
to ber house en foot. Their expedition was made 
with the idea of finding Jimmy Green at home. 
but he had gone to Green county, Illinois, fully 
three months before, though he was 
supposed to be hidden somewhere tf or 
mear the house. Mre. Green and hertwo ciil- 
@ren anda brother thirteen years of age were at 
home when the visitors arrived, avout midnight 
and one of them, Bill McCurd, at once made his 
way to Jimmy Green’s bed, where he was sup- 
posed to be sleeping. Invtead of Winding Jimmy, 
he seized Mrs. Green, erying out: “I’ve got him!’’ 
but the woman, freeing herself, seized a chair, 
knocked him down, and then, assailing him with 
her fist, fora few minutes put him under rather 
severe treatment, 

McOurd soon dragged her out. of the house, 
making a terrible fuss over his bsulses, and al- 
most the entire party drew pistols on 
her as she appeared. One of them 
cried: “Give her fifty lashes and let her 
go.”” She was struck several times with switches, 
and one of the party. she alleges, knocked her 
down with a small beech sapling. A fellow 
known as Will Walls jerked two button rings from 
her finger under the impression that they were 
valuable. After the lamsates of the house had all 
been hr out, and Jiumy had not turned up, 
they set fire to the building, which was soon 
burned to the ground. 

Mrs. Green asserts that by the light .of the 
flames she recognized a number of the party, and 
reports the names of Henderson Hooch, Bill Mc- 
Curd, Henry Waters, Hemry Leech, Bony 
Lecch, Bill Weddell, Sam. Uptergrove, 
Enoch Uptergrove, Will Walis, and Will Gibson. 
She was permitted to maké her way to a neigh- 
bor’s house, and until a few days since remained 
ta the helghborhood working for her board. She 
is now on her way with her two children to 
join her husband in I'linols, and ts without 
means. It is probable she will report her case 
to tke United States authorities here this 
morning. 

She states that Hooch and his men are a ter- 
ror in Lincoln county, and that they go abeut 
sbooting, whipping, and burning, as suits their 
fancy. Complaints have been made at Stanford, 
but the complaints have been referred to the 
United States authorities in Louisville, and 
the marauding has been going on without any 
oteck wbha‘cy:r. She says that many who would 
complain are kept silent through fear. Her 
mother, who owned the farm on which the house 
was burned, has offered te give every acre of the 
ground if Hooch and his gang shail be brought 
to punishment. Green was in one of the Ken- 
tucky Union regiments during the war, but Mrs. 
Green does not assign political reasons for the 
outrages which have been committed. The ma- 
raudipg gang is made up of men who served in 
the Federal army and men who served inthe 
Confederate army, and their objects seem to be 
plunder and the gratification of petty malice.

Te meet the increasing demand of trade, which 
has greatly increased under the systematic and 
efficient management of the company, they are 
arranging © put another new beat in the line 
next »eason superior, if possible, to their present 
elegant steamer “Falls City,”’ with a view of run- 
ning from Bowling Green two boaf’ a week to 
Evansville, andtwo others a week to Louisville. 
When this arrangement shall have been comple- 
tedthe country along that line as well asthe 
cities of Lout-ville, Evansville, and Bowling 
Green, will have much cause for congratulation 
thatthe line has been rescued from impending 
ruin by the energy and industry of the company 
into whose control it has been passed. A com- 
parison of the past and present history of this 
line, proves the great wisdem of the Legislature 
in kasing it tO this Company, composed 
of men of business, capital, energy and indu-«- 
try. For theirenergyin saving the line from 
ruin they are worthy of great prosperity and en- 
courzgemeat. Uatil the line was leased to them 
it was a constant heavy charge upon the State 
Treasury. The State became tired of it, and it 
wes likely to go to destruction for want of incli- 
nation on the part of the Legisiature to continue 
appropriations for its support, as its tolis had 
never been sufficient to support it. 

Under the management of the State the line 
was not only a constant charge upon the tréasu- 
ry, but it was always out of repair, and navi- 
gation was irregular and wuucertaia. Now 
it is no charge upon the treasury. It 
will be kept in perfect repair, and navigation 
will be reguiar and certain. 

The company have been compelled to fix a 
higher rate of tolls upon the line this season+han 
will likely be necessary hereafter, but they have 
not transcended the limits fixed by iaw.
